To Distribute Premium Lists Earlier 
Final action in the m atter *>f .se­ 
curing entertainment acts w’as de­ 
ferred until the next meeting of the 
executive committee when it will be 
decided whether the fair shall con­ 
tinue as a three-day performance or 
be stepped up to a four-day affair.

Floods Cause 
Death of 15 


Hospital Report 


C, H Bruce, Institute, West Vir­ 
ginia, was found not guilty of a 
charge of involuntary manslaughter 
in an automobile accident death by 
a jury in Adams county court this 
afternoon. 
The verdict, read at 
1:30 oclock when court convened 
this afternoon, places the costs of 
the case upon Bruce. 
The jury 
reached a decision in 40 minutes 
Brue, 
the 
first 
witness 
on 
the stand this morning, told pub­ 
licly for the first time his version of 
the accident in which 11-year-old 
Clyde Elwood Rinker, died on the 
day before Christmas as he staged a 
snow’ball battle with his brother at 
their grandmother’s 
home, 
three 
miles east of here along the Lin­ 
coln highway. 
Bruce, who is 31 years of age and 
resided in Media for a number of 
years before going to Institute, West 
Virginia, last October to operate a 
dairy farm, said that he and hts 
wife had been driving east when the 
accident occurred. 
They were en­ 
route to his father's home at Media, 
he stated. The car was in good con­ 
dition, he testified, and the brakes 
had been tested only three weeks 
before the mishap. 
The witness estimated that his 
speed, as he approached the scene 
of the fatal accident, was about 40 
or 50 miles an hour. 
Bruce’s Statement 
“As we approached the buildings, 
I saw the Rinker boy running across 
the highway in front of my car. He 
was almost in the middle of 
the 
right lane of the highway w’hen I 
saw him and a few’ feet to the east 
of a shed that stands along the 
road ” Under cross-examination he 
denied stating shortly after the ac­ 
cident to the father of the victim 
that he had seen the child while he 
was 200 feet distant. 
Bruce recalled that he had a t­ 
tempted to stop the car by applying 
the brakes, but that the left front 
fender had struck the child. Bruce 
said he had been very much "un­ 
settled'’ at the time and had re­ 
quired a considerable 
distance in 
winch to bring the car to a stop. 
He stated that he backed the m a­ 
chine to a point opposite that where 
Roy 
Rinker, the boy's father, was 
picking up his broken body from the 
roadside. 
Bruce brought the boy 
mid his father to the Annie M. 
Warner hospital, where the boy was 
declared dead upon admission 
Mrs. Bruce followed her husband 
on the stand and gave a similar ac-
